She told the News : “The school 
knows it is an Ofsted data gath¬ 
ering tool and yet it has been 
used by the school to worry the 
pupils and parents into thinking

STUDENTS at Ely College could 
face taking on extra GCSEs half¬ 
way through their courses to 
make sure they are “compliant” 
with a new school performance 
measure, it has emerged. 

The secondary school has been 
accused of putting league table 
success ahead of pupils’ needs 
after a letter to parents said not 
all Year 10 students were follow¬ 
ing the “required” curriculum to 
satisfy Progress 8 guidelines. 

The letter, sent by college prin¬ 
cipal Evelyn Forde and published 
online by Schools Week , states a 



number of Year 10 pupils are not 
doing enough GCSEs “to ensure 
they have made enough progress 
to secure them college places in 
September, 2016”.

Fresh chapter 
for micropub 





A POPULAR micropub in Ely 
with a “pub in a living room” 
feel has entered a new chap¬ 
ter after being taken over by 
new management. 

The news comes after Ely 
residents Andrew and Jo 
Pearson took to the helm of 
Liberty Belle on Wednesday 
after the cosy establishment 
was put up for sale earlier 
this year. 

The Forehill-based mi¬ 
cropub was established two 
years ago by previous owner 
Martin McKeever and the 
couple are hoping it will 
continue to thrive as a hub 
for the community. 

Mr Pearson explained 
the “nerve-wracking” move 
came after his wife, who has 
since handed in her notice 
at Addenbrooke’s Charitable 
Trust, decided she wanted a 
complete change of career. 

But Mr Pearson, an East 
Cambs district council¬ 
lor, said they wouldn’t have 
bought just any old pub 
and it was Liberty Belle’s 
cosy, community feel which

prompted them to take the 
leap. 

He said: “It’s this particular 
pub we were interested in so 
when it came up on the mar¬ 
ket we decided to go for it. 

“We liked the idea of inde¬ 
pendent breweries and pick¬ 
ing the ales people like. It’s 
got a very unique character 
- somebody called it a ‘pub 
in a living room’.” 

While Liberty Belle will be 
owned jointly by the couple, 
Mr Pearson, 52, explained 
he will continue working as 
a development manager for 
the charity Guide Dogs for 
the Blind, while his wife Jo 
will take on the role of pub 
manager. 

And in addition to its se¬ 
lection of real ales, the dog- 
friendly micropub will also 
offer a range of snacks for its 
customers and is also look¬ 
ing to expand on its range of 


sparkling wines. 

Mr Pearson added: “We 
know some of the clients and 
since we have taken it over 
the customers have made us 
feel really welcome. 

“It’s got a different atmos¬ 
phere to normal pubs and 
we’ve got a really good client 
base - they’re all people who 
enjoy real ale and talking. 

“There’s no fruit machines 
and although we will play 
music it’s more the back¬ 
ground music feel. 

“It’s very cosy and we want 
to keep that environment 
where people come in and 
enjoy each other’s company.” 

The micropub was previ¬ 
ously owned by Martin Mc¬ 
Keever, who sold up after 
deciding to move to Scot¬ 
land this summer. Once set¬ 
tled Mr McKeever explained 
he hopes to open a ‘Liberty 
Belle North’. 

He previously told the 
News : “It’s going to be sad as 
it’s a thriving little business 
with very loyal customers, 
who I will miss a lot.”

Traveller meeting 
sparks criticism

HUNDREDS of caravans have 
pitched up in a Cambridgeshire vil¬ 
lage as a group of Christian travel¬ 
lers meet for a religious convention. 

But the arrival in Witchford of the 
200-strong group of caravans from 
the Light and Life Gypsy Church 
has prompted anger from local res¬ 
idents who say they were given no 
warning and have witnessed anti¬ 
social driving on the roads. 

One resident, who did not want 
to be named, said: “It’s classed as a 
‘Christian’ convention and open to 
all, but there has been no advertis¬ 
ing or promotion as such. 

“The first anyone knew is on Lri- 
day morning when a shedload of 
caravans turned up.” 

A second anonymous resident 
told the News they had heard 
“screeching” cars all night and 
added: “I’m quite close to it. I could 
hear some music and a tannoy. The 
sheer volume of people means it’s 
loud.” 

The same Griffiths Equestrian 
site was rented out to the group a 
few years ago for a similar event. 

Oliver Parr, speaking on behalf 
of landowner Alice Griffiths, ex¬ 


plained: “We host this event for not 
only the travelling community but 
for all the community and this is a 
public event. 

“It’s a lovely event. All they are 
doing is spreading the word of the 
Lord. 

“They’ll be off in a week and will 
leave the land in a fantastic state 
and have made enough provisions 
for sanitation.” 

Mr Parr said he felt ti 
problem lay not with 
the event’s organisers 
but with “opportun¬ 
ists” looking to criti¬ 
cise travellers. 

He added: 

“There’s already 

quite a large travel¬ 
ling community who 
live in Witchford and 
people don’t seem to be 
bothered about that. 

“They won’t come down and 
we repeatedly keep inviting 
them and all we get is keyboard 
warriors on social media sites.” 

The Light and Life Gypsy Church 
has churches across England and 
Wales and is expected to depart by 
the end of the week. 

Minister StanTidd said: “We have 
missions like this all through the 
summer and if we get a spare week 



we do this. 

“Within a week we came down 
to book the field and we will come 
and go within a week. 

“We help people meet with 
Jesus and give them a new life.” 

Mr Tidd added he had issued a 
warning about driving safely on the 
roads in the area. 

A spokesman for Cambridge¬ 
shire police confirmed it had 
received some complaints 
about reports of anti¬ 
social behaviour and 
driving-related inci¬ 
dents. 

The spokesman 
said: “We continue 
to work with event 
organisers, the land- 
owner and the local 
community, to mini¬ 
mise impact, reduce con¬ 
cerns and ensure a safe and 
lawful event. 

“Additional patrols of the area are 
in place, which include patrols by 
Roads Policing Unit officers in or¬ 
der to target any potential driving- 
related incidents. 

“We continue to monitor the 
situation as we would for any simi¬ 
lar event and ask anyone with con¬ 
cerns to contact police by calling 
101 .” 


Man guilty 
of robbery 
attempt 
and assaults 

A MAN has admitted 
attempting to steal a bicycle 
and assaulting another man 
and a policeman. 

Gary Ottoway, of no fixed 
abode, tried to take a bike 
from a man at Littleport 
railway station on March 5. 

He then assaulted another 
victim, as well as assaulting 
a constable in his duty, the 
court heard. 

The 31-year-old entered 
guilty pleas to attempted 
robbery, assault by beating 
and assault on a police officer 
on Monday via a video link to 
Cambridge Crown Court. 

All three offences took 
place at Littleport railway 
station on March 5. 

Laura Stevenson, 
mitigating, requested a 
pre-sentence report to 
help the court consider the 
appropriate sentence. Judge 
Sean Enright then adjourned 
the case. 

On the outcome of the 
reports, he added: "All 
options will be left open." 

Ottoway was remanded 
in custody following his 
preliminary hearing on 
Monday. His sentencing 
will take place on the week 
beginning July 27.

A SMATTERING of rain was 
no excuse not to enjoy your¬ 
self at Ely’s annual Aquafest. 
After all, plenty of people 
were on rafts getting much, 
much wetter. 

The centrepiece of the 
event, which took place for 
the 37th time on Sunday, is a 
raft race down the river Ouse. 
As is traditional, plenty of 
those taking part in the race 
ended up in the river them¬ 
selves. 

In addition to the raft race, 
this year’s Aquafest hosted a 
flotilla of elaborately deco¬ 
rated craft for the first time, 
which paraded down the 
Ouse. Separate prizes were 
awarded for the fastest and 
the best decorated raft. 

There was plenty to en¬ 
joy on dry land, with charity, 
craft and business stalls, and 
refreshments including burg¬ 
ers and a beer tent. 

Entertainment included 
dance displays and a dog 
show, and a grand raffle was 
held with prizes ranging from 
a meal for four to a tablet 
computer. 

Mayor of Ely, Lis Every, was 
at Aquafest all day, opening 
the event, giving out prizes, 
and going round the stalls. 

She said: “It was fantastic. 
It started off with it raining 
but when I got there it looked 
bright and sunny. 


“They brought the raft race 
forward this year, which left 
the whole afternoon for lots 
and lots of activities in the 
arenas. Both the areas were 
full of stalls, particularly char¬ 
ity stalls, and there was plenty 
to eat and plenty to drink. 

“It’s just great to be there. 
It’s a huge event in the Ely cal¬ 
endar, and a really lovely day 
out for families. It’s great just 
to watch the whole commu¬ 


nity get together, and lovely 
to see all the kids out there. 

“The highlight is always 
the raft race. People have 
such fun building them and 
watching them fall in the 
river!” 

The event, which took 
place on Lavender Green, Ju¬ 
bilee Gardens and the Mak¬ 
ings Green, has been run by 
the Rotary Club of Ely since 
1978.

Time to step up 

RE: "Lessons in Geography" (News, 

Jul 2), Mr Jones would do well to take 
a few lessons in recent history before 
spouting about Geography. 

Many of these Calais migrants 
he refers to are in fact refugees 
from countries where the UK has 
directly "helped" (Libya, Afghanistan, 
Iraq, Syria) and thus we have a 
responsibility to look after some of 
the hundreds of thousands of human 
beings no longer able to safely live in 
their own country. And yet we often 
take but a fraction of our fair share - 
we've accepted a meagre 200 Syrians 
compared to Germany's 30,000 plus! 

France may seem an easy target 
for his mockery, but we would do 
well to remember that they accept 
many more refugees than us - 21,000 
compared to our 14,000 in 2014. 

Whilst tabloid rags would have 
you think it's the UK's "soft-touch" 
that draws migrants here (5-star 
accommodation at Yarl's Wood), it's 
much more likely to be that they 
have English as a second language, or 
they have family over here already. 

In actual fact, the majority of 
migrants don't want to come to 
the UK - only 7 per cent of EU 
applications are to the UK. This 
preposterous myth needs stamping 
out for good! 

Lastly, this Little Englander 
migrant-bashing may be popular 
at the moment but people of the 
Fens should know better - our local 
economy (ie a substantial proportion 
of our national crop production) is 
largely staffed by migrants, without 
whom it would collapse and food 
prices would sky-rocket. 

Remember that next time you're 
munching on your proudly British 
vegetables - no nation is an island!

Cut pesticides 

IN reply to letters in the News, 

July 2, "Long grass is vital to bees", 
Nameless, and "Keep that grass long", 
Mr Frank Readhead, whilst I like to 
see the roadside verges adrift with 
natural British wild plants and some 
appropriate placed wild areas to grow 
British wildflowers, grass is not a bee 
nectar or pollen transferred plant, it 
is wind reliant. With many of these 
grasses that are very vigorous and out- 
compete wildflowers, are Nameless 
and Mr Readhead volunteering to 
weed out (sorry) unwanted vigorous 
grasses? 

It is also not strictly true that 
wildflowers are the be-all (sorry) 
food source for bees, they also forage 
on many fruit, veg, trees, shrubs, 
bushes, climbers, bulb flowers, 
garden flowers, herbs and hedging for 
nectar and pollen at different months 
of the year. 

Housing and water is a vital 
component for them also. There is 
plenty of info out there that helps the 
urban and suburban bees if people 
wish to house bees in their gardens, 
either for conservation or as a back 
garden beekeeper. Bees pollinate 
three-quarters of the world's most 
important crops, Honey bees are the 
only insect in the world that makes 
food that people can eat - and it 
does not have a use or sell-by date. 


Honey never spoils. 

It is pesticides and insecticides that 
play havoc with our bees, wildlife 
and plants, so let's hope that our 
government votes against the use 
of these chemicals on all pollinating 
crops this Autumn. 

As Albert Einstein said: "If bees 
disappeared off the surface of the 
globe, then man would have four 
years left to live." 

Also it must be said, and 
considering that not all wildlife prefer 
long grass or wildflower meadows 
either, it has certainly displaced our 
resident green woodpeckers of their 
feeding ground on our uncut green 
space.

Helping to care 

MARIE Curie has been most closely 
associated with caring for people 
with terminal cancer, but as the UK's 
leading terminal illness charity we 
know that people with other diseases 
need the care and support provided 


by Marie Curie and other palliative 
care specialists. 

We have just published a report 
which suggests that people living 
with a terminal illness other than 
cancer, such as heart failure, COPD, 
dementia, end stage liver disease 
and motor neurone disease, as well 
as conditions such as Parkinson's 
and acute stroke, are less likely to be 
offered or have access to palliative and 
end of life care services. Yet this could 
make a real difference, not only to 
them, but to their families and carers. 

Many patients are missing out 
on the chance to get the care and 
support they need, simply because 
health professionals don't know who 
is responsible for providing this care 
and who could benefit. We want 
that to change. We have written to 
medical and nurse directors across the 
UK asking them to do three simple 
things to improve care and support for 
patients and their families affected by 
terminal illness: 

1. Make certain that all medical 
and nursing staff know how to contact 
palliative care teams 

2. Ensure that information on 
palliative care is widely available 

3. Increase access to palliative care 
for all those who could benefit. This 
includes people with all terminal 
illnesses, as well as people with 
multiple sclerosis, Parkinson's disease 
and strokes.

City funds save the day 
in grass-cutting dispute

HOMEOWNERS in Ely have spoken 
of their delight after the city council 
stepped in to help fund extra grass 
cutting sessions. 

The news comes after residents of 
the city’s Arundell area voiced their 
anger that cuts from Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council meant some 
green spaces and grass verges in East 
Cambridgeshire had only been cut 
three times this year. 

One of the greens affected was 
that in Arundell, which then became 
overgrown. 

But now there are hopes the space 
will be restored to its former glory 
after City of Ely Council put approxi¬ 
mately £1,000 toward funding five 
extra cuts. 

Ely mayor Lis Every said: “Every¬ 
body is adamant that they want Ely 
to be as lovely as possible and we will 
be making the contribution to make 


sure that happens. 

“This is our city and it’s really im¬ 
portant that the residents have open 
spaces they want to be a part of.” 

The city council’s contribution 


brings the number of cuts for the fi¬ 
nancial year back up to 10, with the 
other five handled by East Cambs 
District Council by means of county 
council funding. 


After the decision Ely resident Phil 
Mitzman told the News : “In principle 
we are pleased, but it is of course only 
this year, so we don’t know what the 
future holds. 

“We’ll have to wait and see and 
we’ll have to maintain the pressure 
on it. 

“They have got a lot of work to do 
to bring it back into shape.” 

Mr Mitzman was among those 
who called for action to be taken to 
bring the overgrown Arundell green 
under control. 

Other green areas/verges affected 
included Ely’s Annesdale, Barton 
Square, Castlehythe and Cambridge 
Road. 

Mr Mitzman added: “We are de¬ 
lighted the relevant parties have seen 
some sense and we were pleased with 
the support we got from councillors.” 

A district council spokesman pre¬ 
viously said the county council had 
agreed to pay for grass cutting on 
Arundell’s green “on a more regular 
basis”.

they have some sort of deficit or 
catching up to do, which is sim¬ 
ply not the case. I want to be able 
to trust the school to make deci¬ 
sions in the best interests of the 
pupils. 

“This has shaken my confi¬ 
dence in their decision making, 
as either we have been deliber¬ 
ately misled about Progress 8 or 
the school has failed to under¬ 
stand how it is to be used - nei¬ 
ther of these scenarios is accept¬ 
able.” 

Progress 8, which will be im¬ 
plemented from 2016, is a new 
national system for secondary 
school accountability. 

It looks to capture the progress 
a pupil makes from the end of 
primary school to the end of 
secondary school by measuring 
performance across eight quali¬ 
fications. 

But education consultant and 
former Ely College governor Ben 
Gibbs said he hoped the school 
would reconsider its plans. 

He said: “I think it’s wrong 
for a school to put its own ac¬ 
countability measures ahead of 
students’ best interests. I under¬ 
stand the pressure they [Ely Col¬ 
lege] are under, but the school’s 
proposal to enter some Year 
10 students for two-year GCSE 
courses in their final year is just 
passing that burden on.” 

Ely College was not available 
for comment before the News 
went to press.

MP calls for meeting with 
ministers over Ely bypass

A MEETING is being sought with 
government ministers over the fu¬ 
ture of the Ely southern bypass after 
it emerged the development had 
been been retained. 

The call has been made by Con¬ 
servative MP for South East Cambs 
Lucy Frazer following news that fi¬ 
nal approval for the project would 
fall to government ministers, rather 
than the Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship (LEP). 

Cambridgeshire’s LEP was handed 
an extra £38 million earlier this year 
which looked to pave the way work 
on the bypass to get underway 

The extra money came as an ex¬ 
tension to the Greater Cambridge 
Greater Peterborough’s growth deal 
invested in the area between 2016 
and 2021, in addition to the £71. lm 
of funding committed by govern¬ 
ment last year. 

But now the Ely bypass has now 
been retained by the Department 
for Transport (DfT) which means fi¬ 
nal approval of the project will be for 
ministers rather than the LEP. 


Mrs Frazer said: “I am working 
hard to ensure that this will not 
cause any delays to the completion 
of the project. 

“The building of the Ely southern 
bypass is something I have been 
pushing for over a year, ensuring 
that the project was not delayed by 
English Heritage and pressing for 
government funding. 

“I have now requested a meet¬ 
ing with the responsible minister to 
stress the importance of the bypass 
for the local area.” 


Initial approval for the bypass 
was given back in September when 
members of Cambridgeshire Coun¬ 
ty Council’s planning committee 
gave it their unanimous backing. 

The proposed A142 bypass would 
include crossings of the Cambridge 
to Ely railway line as well as the River 
Great Ouse, with supporters claim¬ 
ing it would help reduce the amount 
of time local residents spend stuck 
in traffic congestion. 

The bulk of this year’s £38 million 
investment pledge is earmarked for 


the bypass and could support 4,500 
new jobs and 3,000 new homes in 
the town. 

Cllr Edward Cearns, vice chair¬ 
man of the county council’s econ¬ 
omy and environment committee, 
welcomed the money as an “impor¬ 
tant step forward” at the time. 

He added: “The initiative is vital 
for the economic health of the coun¬ 
ty and a project the council has been 
seeking to deliver for many years.” 

Neil Darwin, chief executive of 
the Greater Cambridge Greater 
Peterborough LEP, said: “Whilst the 
government has decided that larger 
scale infrastructure projects will be 
reviewed by their team before de¬ 
livery can commence, this does not 
signal a reduction in commitment to 
this much-needed new road. 

“We are dedicated to providing 
£22m of our Growth Deal allocation 
to ensure work commences as soon 
as possible. Ely bypass remains one 
of our top priorities.”

Prison for 
would-be 
robber, 23 

A MAN who pushed a retired 
man to the floor in Littleport as 
he tried to rob him of his cash 
has been jailed. 

Jordan Earwaker, of Jenyns 
Close, Bottisham, assaulted the 
victim on his return from 
a shopping trip in Littleport on 
the afternoon of May 25. 

The 23-year-old admitted one 
count of attempted robbery at 
Cambridge Crown Court. 

The victim was left with grazes 
to his elbow and hand after 
being knocked to the ground, but 
managed to defend himself with 
a milk carton. 

Marti Blair, prosecuting, said 
the victim first saw Earwaker 
down a passageway between 
the car park and the village 
centre. 

The victim was then knocked 
to the ground by Earwaker 
after getting money out from a 
Barclays’ cashpoint. 

Earwaker tried to get into the 
victim's pockets, but the retired 
man "lashed out" with the milk 
carton he was holding. 

The 23-year-old has 14 
previous convictions for 
23 offences. Nicola Devas, 
mitigating, stressed "minimal 
force" was used. Earwaker was 
jailed for 16 months.

TWO women from Ely have thrown 
their weight behind a new cam¬ 
paign in a bid to raise awareness 
of a pioneering new research study 
which could make personalised 
breast cancer treatment and diag¬ 
nosis a reality. 

Claire Taylor, of Ely, and Jodie 
McPherson, of Little Downham, are 
among a group of women who have 
lent their support to Addenbrooke’s 
Charitable Trust’s (ACT) Bracode 
Campaign, which was officially 
launched earlier this week. 

The new five-year study comes 



after cancer researchers at Adden¬ 
brooke’s recently revealed there 
are 10 different types of breast can¬ 
cer tumours, rather than it being a 
single, uniform disease. 

The study looks to establish 
whether it is possible to translate 
this knowledge into the hospital 
setting to improve treatment strate¬ 
gies for individual patients. 

It was a campaign which Ely resi¬ 
dent Claire Taylor, who works for 
ACT, was happy to get behind. 

Claire, 25, said: “I was really in¬ 
terested in doing it because I have 


friends and family who have been 
through cancer and survived it. 

“I asked my friend Jodie because I 
thought it would help her and luck¬ 
ily she said yes, after a lot of bribing! 

“I’m hoping that it’s seen by a lot 
of people, it will raise some money 
and become part of history.” 

ACT, the dedicated charity for Ad¬ 
denbrooke’s and the Rosie Hospital 
in Cambridge, launched Bracode 
on Monday and each of the 450 
men and women treated annu¬ 
ally at the Cambridge Breast Unit at 
Addenbrooke’s will be invited to 


take part. 

The campaign video, which saw 
the brave ladies strip down to their 
bras for the cause, aims to spread 
the message that there’s no such 
thing as a one-size-fits-all bra, and 
the same goes for cancer treatment. 

Recalling the photoshoot, Claire 
admitted it had been a “daunt¬ 
ing” experience but said the other 
women involved were hugely inspi¬ 
rational. 

“I was so nervous,” she added. 
“But at the same time I was with 
ladies who have had breast cancer 


and have had their breasts recon¬ 
structed. They are so brave to get up 
there and do it with a smile on their 
face so I couldn’t really complain. 
They were so inspirational.” 

Dr Jean Abraham, consultant in 
medical oncology at Addenbrooke’s 
explained: “It is essential to carry 
out this research so we can as¬ 
sess whether it is feasible for per¬ 
sonalised breast cancer care to be 
routinely implemented within the 
NHS, and beyond.”

Y OU'VE (almost certainly) seen the 
film, but have you seen the play? 
Alan Bennett's educational 
masterpiece, The History Boys , is on 
at Cambridge Arts Theatre, and if you 
missed the film cast- James Corden, 
Dominic Cooper, Russell Tovey and 
Richard Griffiths - in their original 
casting on stage when it debuted in 
2004 at the National Theatre, now's 
your chance to make amends. 

Sure, Corden and co. still aren't in 
this production from the Sell A Door 
Theatre Company, but at least you'll be 
seeing Bennett's work as intended. 

It tells of a group of Sheffield grammar 


school students preparing for their 
Oxbridge exams, caught in the crossfire 
of opposing teaching styles: jump 
through hoops a la temporary tutor 
Tom Irwin, or be genuinely interested in 
learning for learning's sake, promoted 
by general studies teacher Hector.

I was the runner 
up for a play years ago that he did, so 
I've always wanted to work with him 
since and Hector is such a wonderful 
part to do. With Bennett I rank him with 


Frayn and Stoppard, I really like the 
way they use language, and [the play's] 
funny. 

What do you want people to take 
away from the show? 

We hope that people, when they 
leave the theatre, they're given three 
visions of how you teach by different 
teachers, and I don't know if Bennett 
even answers it at the end, it's left to 
you as the audience to decide: which 
one do you like? At the Q&A's it's quite 
interesting, even though Hector's guilty 
of abusing some of the kids, people 
still say they'd like to be taught by him 
because he is an inspiration. 


Why do you think The History Boys 
has become so iconic? 

I think it's because it's very funny. 

I've heard people say: "I wasn't going 
to come and see that because I thought 
it'd be a bit too high-brow", but actually 
they did enjoy it. You can enjoy it on 
lots of different levels. 

Cambridge is the last stop on this 
tour. What's lined up next? 

I'm doing series two of Poldark. I 
play [banker] Harris Pascoe, and at the 
end of series one you see him setting 
up a loan for Ross Poldark, and in 
series two all those things unravel, so 
for me, season two is much meatier.

fun. I happened to have an 
old blanket around and, after 
watching a BBC television 
programme about the 
migration of the snow goose, 
thought the form and shape 
of the bird was so beautiful 
and would work as an 
embroidered drawing." 

The cushions are simply 
stunning, soft to touch, 
mesmerising to look at and 
would add cheer to even the 
darkest of days; Anna may be 
the first person ever to attract 
cushion groupies.

They got their team 
to 193 without loss 
after Andy Cutchey had 
grabbed 5 for 35 in 
Wimblington's opening 
salvo of 191 all out.
